| Vietor J. Miller, president of the 
Police Board, last night made publie 
a letter written by him to Gow Hyde, 
constituting .his reply to the de- 
|mand, madé by the Soldan High 
School Parents’ Committee, for retrac- 
tion of his charge that an immoral 
club or clubs existed among students 
of the school. The committee’s de- 
mand, as told exclusively in yester- 
day's Post-Dispatch, was based on 
its conclusion, after all Miller's ew- 
dence had been presented, that hea 
had failed to prove his charge. The 
committee will make its report at a 
parents’ mass meeting at the high 
school this afternoon. 

Miller, in his letter to the Gover- 
nor, declares that he himself has 
been made the subject of investiga; 
tion, rather than the conditions to 
which he sought to direct attention, 
and that the element opposed to law 
enforcement has seized the onpor- 
tunity to attack him.., v 
_ “I have no intention of resigning,” 
he writes, “but I Intend to stay on 


the job and enforce the law.” 

He declares that “the statement 
to which such vigorous exception wag 
taken was based upon certain specific 
instances coming to my official 
knowldege,”” and that {t was not an 
indictment of the student body, but 
was a warning to mothers. 

View of Committee’s Action. 


Miller then gives hie version of 
the course taken by the parents’ 
committee. He says the committee 


announced it would hear no evidence 
except that pertaining to “organized 
vice.” He says, however, that the 
resolution, for the appolntment of 
the commititee stated that the com- 
mittee should “take action for the 
correction of anything that the tn. 
formation may show to exist:” an4 
that a letter written to him by 
Charles Cunliff, a member of the 
commititee, spoke of “correcting 
any abuses that may cause a blot 
on our public school system.” He 
aw asks the Governor to fudge 
WWether, in view of these expressions.

“Bill Will Pass House.” 

“The bill will pass the House, be- 
cause it is the only bill presented 
for its consideration and because, 
under the rule, it cannot be amend- 
ed or changed. 
| “Members are limited to a vote 
of approval or disapproval without 
opportunity for explanation or 
chance to amend in conformity with 
the wishes of what might be the ma- 
jority of the House. 

“If President Harding does not 
change his expressed declaration, he 
will veto the bill, unless it is radical- 
ly changed in the Senate. The finan- 
cial adviser of the Government, the 
recretary of the Treasury and the 
Comptroller of Currency selected by 
him, have both opposed it. 

“The impression may be tempo- 
_rarily created, for primary and elec- 
tion purposes, that the bill is to be- 
come a law, but there are few in the 
House who believe it will be passed 
in its present form by the Senate 
and that if it is passed it will re- 
ceive the approval of the President. 

Two Things Obvious. 

“It is equally certain that if the 
President does veto the bill, the 
house cannot muster the necessary 
two-thirds vote to pass it over his 
veto; so that one of two things are 
quite obvious: 

“Either the President must back 
up and yield to the House, or the 
House must back up and yield to the 
President. | 

“In the meantime the country is 
left in uncertainty and the wishes 
of the American Legion are made a 
football to be passed between the 
executive and legislative branches of 
our Government.

“Tf he desires to borrow, he must, 
under a plan yet to be devised by the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Secre- 
tary of War, make his note for 60 
per cent of the amount due him, 
present it to some bank or trust com- 
pany, be properly identified, present 
his note, accompanied by his certifi- 
cate, and then, if the bank desires to 
loan him the money (a matter which 
is entirely optional with the bank) 
he may, after identification and the 
presentation of his personal promis- 
sory note and the Government's cer- 
tificatg, borrow 50 per cent of his in- 
surance policy.

Pdace for the world in general, there is yet another con- 
fronting the people of the United States, one peculiarly their 
ewn, that is far more vital to their safety and happiness. 

Tt is the advance of our general Government toward the 
asurpation of all powers, local and national, and the trans- 
formation of-our system from a limited representative Fed- 
eral union to an unlimited bureaucratic empire. 

No student of history, acquainted with the anxiety of the 
framers of our Federa! Constitution to circumvent this very 
danger, can view the rapid destruction of all the barriers 
ther erected without a sense of the deepest alarm. 

Those who framed our dua! political system had carefully 
studied the rise and fal! of states from the earliest period 
ef recorded history. In Persia, Babvion, Egypt, Carthage. 
Greece. Rome and in all the transitions up to their own 
titties, they observed that human liberty was destroyed and 
mations brought to ruin through the possession and abuse 
ef unrestrained power by Governments; and that the final 
decay actually set in at the apparent zenith of their great- 
pees, when all cares and al! authority had been centered in 
@ ginglie body or group. 

Knowing the experience of the ages to contain this les- 
gon they sought deliberately to apply it for the perpetuity 
of the Government they were about to form and for the 
preservation of liberty under it. In the Constitution they 
formulated, therefore. they proposed a Federal Government 
for definite and specific purposes only, enumerating in writ- 
tag the objects within its competency. The Constitution 
delegated to the Federal Government a minimum of power 
to permit the achievement of these essential! ends. 

The framers, knowing the sentiment of their respective 
13 sovereign states, then loosely united in the Articles of 
Confederation, realized that no general government would 


be assented to save for the most necessary purposes of col-_ 


lective representation. Thev were convinced, too, that if 
the great expanse of country had not already been divided 
into states, the states divided into counties, the counties 
into townships, this must be dome so that each might do 
for itself. locally and directly. what it could do so much 
More effectively than a distant authority.

In the words of 
a Federal decision in an espionage case, freedom of speech 
means the prerogative of the citizen “to canvass puDlic mieas- 
ures and the merits of public men.” Said another, this 
guarantee does not impiy a right to say what one pleases 
at all times and in all places. However, there is yet a 
good deal of the substance of this right left to us, if we are 
careful of expressing our political philosophies. 

Neither have we as vet been denied the right to assemble 
and petition the Government for redress of grievances. 

As to the second amendment, while the states still have 
their respective militia establishments, they have been 
pretty generally federalized by recent legislation and their 
distinctive place in the state organization correspondingly 
weakened. 

It must be admitted that the Federal Government stands 
acquitted of any infringement of the third amendment for- 
bidding the quartering of soldiers in private homes. 

There is no right the preservation of which is more rital 
to liberty than that guaranteed to the citizen in the fourth 
amendment to be free from search save upon Warrant, ret 
there is none in a more precarious condition among us to- 
day. It was the violation of this principle by James | 
that destrored English liberty but raised up the great 
Chief Justice Coke as its champion. When the states pro- 
cured the adoption of this amendment they believed ther 
had rendered the people secure in their persons, houses. 
papers and effects: that not even an officer, a Magistrate or 
a policeman could thereafter ever enter the house of a citi- 
zen or search his papers and effects without a formal war- 
rant. duly issued upon probable cause. supported by sworn 
testimony stating the reason why, the crime charged, the 
place to be searched amd what they expected to find. 

Not a day passes. however, but that Federal agents. in 
the enforcement of the multitude of Federal laws regulat- 
ing our local concerns, contemptuous!y set aside this guar- 
smtee. Whether the Federal larceny statute, the Federal 
statutes on morals. on narcotics, automobdile thefts, sedition 
or what not, are being vindicated, the raids upon homes and 
the illega] seizures of papers and propertr, go on. While 
seme courts occasionally denounce this lawlessness on the 
part of Government officials, ther nevertheless hold that 
evidence thus illegally obtained may be used against the 
accused. Also, they will admit evidence stolen by a private 
individual which Government officials could not lawfully 
obtain without a Warrant. 

The amendment is a genera! and unqualified declaration 
that the people have a right to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and effects, vet the Supreme Court has 
struck down half of its value by declaring that it applies 
to criminal prosecutions only. In civil. matters, says this 
tribumal, the people have no such right.

In 
spite of the licensing of the liquor business and the imposi- 
tion of taxes and its storage in Government warehouses, 
under Government protection, from time out of mind, th

bureau, board or commission at Washington. with an- 
other corps of inspectors and agents, sent out over this 
broad land to do for each community what it can so mnch 
better and economically do for itseif.

Hence in 1920, 
g year and a half after the close of the war, the Federal 
Government levied nearly $7,000,000,000 of taxes, or $63 per 
apita. In 1921, in spite of a nation-wide demand for econ- 
emy and relief from tax burdens that were sapping the 
vitals of commerce and industry, the Federal Government 
peld to its schedule and extracted over $5,600,000,000 from 
taxpayers of the states, amounting to $52 per capita. In 
this year it shifted to income tax payers a loss of $250,- 
900,000 of liquor taxes no longer available by reason of the 
gdoption of the prohibition amendment. In 1922, nearly 
four years after the war, the Federal Government's ordi- 
gary appropriations are something over $4,000,000,000, with 
gome additional uncalculated hundreds of millions to be 
raised by new taxes for a bonus to the soldiers. 


Former Senator Thomas of Colorado declares there are

' gerned about the ancient doctrine that public revenue shal] 
be devoted only to public needs and that taxes can be levied 
only for public purposes. 


The unlimited Federal taxing power has recently pushed 
to a dangerous extent the so-called doctrine of “Federal 
aid.” It was initiated to encourage road building in the 
states, a subject that Congress is constitutionally compe- 
tent to deal with. But from that point it is now luring the 


we states more and more into subordinating to some Wash- 


ington bureau such strictly local functions as health and 
education. In such cases “Federal aid” is nothing more 
than Federal taxation for state purposes, in which the 
states receive back a mere trifle of the sums collected. 

It is the natural process for all Governments, even limited 
ones, to gain ground at the expense of civil liberty. But if 
to this inherent quality is added a limitless purse, as was 
done by the Legislatures of our states in 1913, it can cause 
bo surprise if the Government thus endowed becomes a po- 
Itical profligate. 

Consciously and unconsciously the people of the United 
Btates have sensed this tremendous transformation in their 
institutions. Never before have they manifested less affec- 
tion or respect for the Constitution and laws, because never 
before did that Constitution and those laws afford them 
less protection in their lives, liberty and property; never 
before have they been more deeply irritated and vexed, be- 
cause never before has a distant Government thrust its regu- 
lating agents into the manifold activities of their daily lives 
since 1775. 


Vast Expansion of Revenues and Bureaus 

Before our great experiment in self-government was 
launched history presented the picture of Governments in 
all times involved in the changing tragedy of oppression, 
rebellion and reformation in an endless cycle. The framers 
of our written Constitution felt that they had provided ef- 
fectually against the need of resort to violence for the cor- 
rection of our Government, however, in the amendment 
tlause through which the people could from time to time, 
by peaceful means, add to or take from the Federal Govern- 


| 


ment such power or powers a8 their safety and happiness 
seemed to require. 

We find the situation today, however, to be that the 
powers declared in the instrument to have been reserved 
to the people, to be delegated or not in their wisdom, have 
been largely absorbed by the Federal Government through 
the subtle processes of legislative construction and judicial 
interpretation. Through the doctrine that Congress may 
enact any law “appropriate,” “convenient” or “conducive” 
to the ends of its enumerated powers, nearly the whole 
realm of power hag been gathered into its hands. 

We have awakened to the realization that there has grown 
up over us an almost unlimited Government, to which we 
have recently given an unlimited purse. The form of dual 
government remains; the substance has disappeared. We 
are headed in the same direction that every other unlimited 
Government has taken and, if we submit, the time may not 
be far distant when the Federal Government will actually 
deny the right of the people of the states to limit its power 
in any respect. Then our only recourse will be rebellion 
and reformation. 

It is useless to reaffirm the written guarantees and limi- 
‘tations; they would only continue to be broken through. 
But there is a means by which the states can check the 
Present race toward empire and resume the rightful dis- 
charge of the obligations of local self-government; and 
tHat is: 

BY REPEALING THE POWER OF THE FEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT TO COMMAND UNLIMITED REVENUE, 
SAVE IN TIME OF WAR. 

We have ample evidence that it is the exercise of this 
power that is drawing all authority to Washington, where 
it cannot be exercised efficiently, economieally or safely. 

In an address before the Bar Association in St. Louis, Feb. 
13, 1921, James W. Beck, the Solicitor-General of the Uniit- 
ed States, pointed to the taxing power, even before the 
adoption of the sixteenth amendment, as one that had been 
perverted with the acquiescence of the Supreme Court. He 
cited the oleomargarine case as exemplifying an instanre 
in which Congress, by imposing a prohibitive excise, had 
utterly and intentionally destroyed a perfectly legitimate 
business, with no remedy whatever for the injured parties, 
in view of the Federal Court’s refusal to look into the mp- 
tives and purposes of Congress. 

If Congress may thus without judicial restraint levy an 
indirect tax for the purpose of destroying a particular buai- 
ness or class of property, to what lengths of oppression may 
it not now go with an unrestrained power to tax directly? 
Mr. Beck frankly declared the power to tax directly rendered 
Congress almost omnipotent. 

If eight years of unlimited taxing power in the hands of 
the Federal Government have wrought such a transforma- 
tion in the situation of the citizen, it is appalling to contem- 
plate the revolution that 20 years would bring. 

Citizens of Missouri paid $86,000,000 to the Federal Govw- 
ernment in 1921. The sums paid by other states range from 
$718,136 collected in Nevada to $814,000,000 paid by New 
York. An exceedingly large proportion of this money Is 
not being applied to the necessary Federal functions or to 
objects constitutionally within the purview of the Federal 
powers. The greater part of the revenue properly belongs 
to the states and they themselves should raise it by their 
own income taxes for expenditure under their own super- 
vision. 

Let a constitutional amendment be drawn declaring in 
substance: 


The Congress of the United States shall have no power 
to lay and collect direct taxes, save in time of actual 


war. 

But. it may be objected, we have a war debt of $24,006,- 
000,000, less $11,000,000,000 representing the allied debt; haw 
can proper provision be made to meet the principal and 
interest of this? It must be considered. It may be met 
by quotas from the states, as Oliver Ellsworth suggested. 
The amendment might even permit the ijevying of direct 
taxes for the sole additional purpose of retiring the debt 
of the United States, incurred ih the prosecution of war. 
To permit the levying of direct taxes to meet any debt, 
however, would open the door to borrowing to meet current 
expenses and constitute little more than a substitute for di- 
rect taxes. 

There are ample sources of revenue for the most gen- 
erous peace-time support of the Federal Government through 
indirect taxes. Customs will easily yield $300,000,000; tobacro 
taxes, $150,000,000; the Federal estate tax brought in $154,- 
000,000 in 1921, while it has been estimated that an excise on 
beer alone would yield $400,000,000. This does not by any 
means exhaust the list.

The United States of America became a numerous, rich | 
and contented nation between 1789 and 1913, when the 
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taxing power of the Federal Government was qualified as 
suggested by the proposed amendment. Our Government 
was frugal from necessity. Its invasion of the field of re- 
served powers, while extensive during this period, was the 
less dangerous because the absence of an unlimited purse 
restrained practical ventures based upon them. 


There are two alternative modes by which the Constitu- 
tion may be amended, set forth in Article V, as follows: 


The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both Houses 
shall deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to the 
Constitution, or, on the application of the Legislatures 
of two-thirds of the several states, shall call a conven- 
tion for proposing amendments, which, in either case, 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes, as part of this 
Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several states, or by conventions in three 
fourths thereof, as the one or the other mode of ratif- | 
cation may be proposed by the Congress. | 
As no Government since the beginning of time ever vol- 


untarily surrendered power back to the people it is, of 


course, too much to expect that Congress could be induced,

Organized Governors Should Check En- 


croachments 
The Governors of the States of the Union are organized, 
and have been since 1908, in a continuing body known as 


the Governors’ Conference. Its affairs are managed by an 
Executive Committee of three Governors chosen annually. 
The present committee consists of Gov. William C. Sproul 
of Pennsylvania, Gov. J. B. A. Robertson of Oklahoma and 
Gov. Henry J. Allen of Kansas. There is a permanent sec- 
retariat at Madison, Wis., under the direction of Mr. Miles 
C. Riley, as executive secretary. 


That the Governors of the states are not blind to the 
present alarming conditions is evidenced in the reports 
of their annual meetings. At the meeting at Harrisburg, 
Pa., in 1920, three Governors (Robert D. Carey of Wyoming, 
R. A. Cooper of South Carolina and Percival W. Clement of 
Vermont) delivered urgent addresses upon the need of 
decentralization of Federal activities. | 

The following excerpt from Gov. Carey’s address reveals 
the outrageous waste and inefficiency, growing out of actual | 
contests among Washington bureaus to dominate Wyoming: 


If one desires to study the operations of these Fed- 
eral bureaus-and-agencies in all their glory he should 
visit the Jackson’s Hole country which lies just south 
of the Yellowstone Nationa] Park. Most of this sec- 
tion is in forest and game preserves and here we have 
the best game country in the United States. The Bu- | 
reau of Parks is endeavoring to add a large part of it to | 
the Yellowstone National Park, while the Biological | 
Survey wants it for a game preserve. The Forestry | 
Service is not in favor of park extension for the reason 
that it would transfer control from the Agricultural to 
the Interior Department. The Reclamation Service has 
a large reservoir at Jackson’s Lake which is irrigating 
lands in Idaho, and on account of the large volume of 
water that is run during the irrigation season the river 
is impassable and there are no bridges.
